Montross discloses a current sensing pulse output transformer that will provide a pulse 
output in response to a reversal in current flow in a conductor. The transformer includes a single 
magnet iron wire core that is helically wound and surrounds the conductor, and a single secondary 
winding that includes an insulated conductor that is helically wound about the helically wound 
core. 

Nowhere does Montross disclose a high efficiency conductor that is configured to nearly 
cancel its own electromagnetic field . By being able to cancel its own electromagnetic field, 
random electromagnetic interference is abated in electrical systems which otherwise could cause 
false signals to be sent to computers and electronics. Further, nowhere does Montross teach 
providing a plurality of juxtaposed bare wires wrapped around a center wire. Nor is there any 
motivation to modify the configuration of Montross to include a plurality of bare wires since such 
a modification could hinder the operability of the Montross output transformer.
